Ai this scat of Port Eliot John Eliot waa bom r cm 
the 20th of Aprils 1 S^O. 5 In his youth he vras sub¬ 
jected Us none of the ms train Ls that should have been 
applied to a temper naturally ardent* Mis father was a 
man of easy habits p kept very hospitable house*, Hung it 
open to every Bon of visiter, and never, it- h to be pie- 
suiitctlj troubled himself to consider the effect of ctich a 
course upon the uncontrolled disposition and manners of 
hit wn + It is to this lax education that wp have to at¬ 
tribute a painful incident In the Life of Eliot, of which 
tho most treacherous advantage lias been taken by his 
political enemies.* 

A rchdeactm Ertiinh a notorious advocate of the 
Smart*, ami a most hi accurate historical writer, gave 
the first public account of it. After staling* most un¬ 
truly (as we bare seen), that Eliot waa of a ir new

1 how prewtit this ringuUr incident in 4 new, and* if 
nwy he hoped, a final aspect. 

It occurred, so far a* there is trail* in it* in the ex¬ 
treme youth of EEioi. That he should have earned for 
himself, at- that time* the epitlwt K wilful*" will scarcely 
appear aur^nising after what 1 hiv* said of the bftbitx Afld 
indulgence of bta father. Mr. Moyle, who resided at 
Bike, a district of the pariah of 0L tienmins, close to 
Pen Eliei** took upon himself to warn ohl £ hot that

That this R[fcology was hnnratly meanly and tfrictly 
redeem l»i1 h that the writer did detirv the love of him 
whom he hiul hastily injured, and. deterw it, and, more¬ 
over, phlnm It — we arE* fortunately not without ample? 
proof In the volume of Eliot papers already referred 
to, exist two Setters 2 , written, many years after this 
event, fay sir John to this very Mr. Moyle, granting him 
solicited favour** It Wfla a wying of shrewd severity* 
that few natures exist capable ot making compensation 
to those whom they in a? have injured, or cTOti of ceasing 
to follow ihem with rMenlmeni. Av’iin.idk, however, 
rare and virtuous as aueh naturct art;, John Eliot s was 
pup of them. He held himself the constant ami willing 
debtor of the man he had unwillingly oflcndrsL " I 
am sorry ?

Taken in connection with the statements 1 hive given* 
this incident assume*, in my mind, a more than onii- 
iwy Inteawtj anti becomes, indeed r an important feature 
in the lift of Eliot It is the line drawn between his 
posing youili tmd coming manhood. Winterer may 
hare been the turbulence of his boyhood, whatever the 
strttggk of ite uncurbed passions, tins event startled him 
irntn a perfect and saber telf-eontroL His *' private 
deportment/' says Mr, Moyle's daughter,- vp as re¬ 
markable over after, as that of his public conduct, in 
the Latter, hti tamper never ceased to be ardent for the 
RFneial good, and against the wrongful oppressor. In 
private, it was ardent in kindness, in busy purposes and 
affections far thuse around him. To the ,x last right

At precisely the 
same period* the divccrnm£ hdy Yilliers > had sent her 
famous &gn to pace tile beauty of bis face, and t he 
bnndsoiinfJKSi of his person (bis only Lirtluighi), by 
the advantages of foreign travel* Eliot and YilHers 
met fc and the cour ionic* of English tavtUpi in n fo¬ 
reign couEitry eneued between thtto^ They journeyed 
together; and it is not ssurp-risinjt that a generous 
warmth in the disposition of Elicit should have suited 
well with the bold address and sprightlm™ of temper 
for wludi atone,, at that time, George Villiien was re¬ 
markable. Ii in ^id they became intimate. In ail 
probability they did ep f if we may judg? from a cir- 
cw»stMct‘ that Ekl| in doe count be noticed.

1 l]o hue creaEuru Sumerac! had httn ptusecHtid at 
ostmisibly for the murder of Ovtrbtirj^ but, in 
reality* to provide room for a fourth favourite, on whom 
the majesty of the thy might lavish its nhamele* s fmd- 
iioaa. That new favourite ics* selected in die person of 
George Viliie^ Well might lord Clarendon echini, 
,f Neva- any man, in any age, nor* I believe, in any 
country or tuition* reuse in &o short a time to bo much 
greatness of honour* fame, or Fortune, upon no other 
advantage or recommendation than of Lhe beauty nr 
gracefulness of his pram/'* Among die eurttwt 
honours showered in ridiculous abundance upon him, 
foil that of lard high admiral of England, With this 
oifioL fc waii connected the duty of appointing vice-admi¬ 
ral* in the several counties; and it is pruhahJ? that* per- 
Fnnal motives of acquaintance of even friendship quite 
apart, the name of Eliot was instantly suggested to the 
young favourin’* u one that claimed on every ground ■ 
promotion of this sort, fie possessed one of die Urged 
paternal estates of any gentleman of the time, and had 
the command of much influence In hi* own and the 
neighbouring county. Accordingly we find that the 
lapse of a short time after that which saw Villi cm pro¬ 
moted to the office of lord high admiral, saw Eliot made 
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of Dev an she re. He vu ilio appointed 
cKurirun 0/ iht? cmuiniLfue of sULiiiuLried — of tiis duties 
in which office he has left a mannaGripE report — and, 
at the same time, he received knighthood. 

In accordance with the desperate and udwfarifd 
spirit of misiLprcfcEilOLtiDn 1 have already had so many 
occasions to allude to, the political enemies of this il¬ 
lustrious person Jiavr seized dp this change in his estate^ 
to attribute it to tho&e rite and vulgar malivcs* which

Bni the incmiJiUtriiries of the candid ^ historian* M 
and " MnmentBrtmfl” do not end Koine* Mr. D7«meli t 
who adopts the ridiculously false statement just quoted, 
haj attempted to corroborate it by the production of a 
letter written in [lie year lG%3 to the duke. 1 That is 
in say, lie adopts the statement that sir John repaid the 
protection and the knighthood gii-en him by die dnfcf 
With immediate and violent hostility; and proposes to 
corrohorato that* by producing a Belter written in emir- 
teoua and deftnmtki terms, by sir John to the duke, 
acme considerable time after the period of the knight- 
liotxl.

Whh mptet to the fvrsl pan qf this charge the 
aiiiwer is short and obvious. The letter Is not written 
in rir John's pH eternal character, buE as vice-admiral of 
Devonshire,! to the lord high admiral of England. 
This is admitted eren* in another place, by the author 
of the charge himself.* The office of vice-idmifil had 
proved citremdy troublesome to sir John, involving 
biro in many dLHpuEes concerning ihc wrecks on Ebe 
ctrat, and saddling him with the expense* of various 
trial a. 4 Rather lhan submit to these, It waul d appear 
(hat, in one instance, Eliot preferred to subject himself to

Then began thoee cruel 
persecutions which Eliot had foreseen, and prepared 
himself for T and which were only exhausted at tut in 
tlie death of their illustrious ubjjvt* tie was that day 
committed dme prisouer to the Tower ; and, by an odd 
kind of chance, which may be worth noting for some of

love with parliaments, In hi* messages he hath told 
you, that If there were not curtespandency between him 
and you, he should be enforced to um one rnuwJ*. 
Now* J pray you to consider what these new counsels 
are, and may be. I fear to declare those that I con¬ 
ceive. In ail Christian kingdoms you know iliac 
parliaments were in use ancient]r, until the monarchs 
began to know ihdr own strength, and, seeing the tur- 
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buletrt spirit of lIicLt parliaments, at length they., by 
UhIe and little,, Ix-gan 10 stand upon thtir pirn^rativea, 
and at Last overthrew the parliaments throughout Chris¬ 
tendom* except. here only with tit* Ami, indeed, you 
would routiL it a great misery* if you knew the subjects 
in foreign counLrii-s as veil myself to see diem look 
not like our witli stole of flesh on ttcif backs* 

but like go many ghoats, and not turn, he toy nothing

Some days after, 
however, Charles consented that lie should be brought 
up for admission to ball* on condition that he presented 
a petition declaring he wav sorry he hail offended- 
The condition, whs spurned it once. The offer was 
repeated by the judges ; but Eliot u would do noLliing T 
but resolutely move fur his habeai perpm. Whereat 
cue of the judges said, 1 Come* he to outface Lbe 
ccnirt ? 111 and the severity of hit imprisonment was 
ordered to he increased- - Some months paused away, 
and. the question still remained unsettled. Chirk* tlicn 
offered Eliot hi* privilege of hail, if ha would $ye 
sureties for good behaviour, Eliot at once declared in 
answer, that ha would never admit the possibility of 
offending the law by liberty of speech in parliament,

courtesy of lord St. Germains, It represents a face 
of perfect health, and keenly intellectual proportions. 
In this respect. In it* wedge-like ahape, in the infinite 
fugirety of the Upper region, and the inddett narrowness 
of the lower, it call* to mind at otic? the face 0 r & j r 
tValter Raleigh. Action speak* out from the quick 
keen eye, and mnlitatioa from the calm breadth of the 
brew, in the disposition of the hair and the peaked 
beard, it appear*, to a casual glance, not unlike Van. 
dyke. Charles. The later portrait is a profoundly 
melancholy contrast. It Is wretchedly painted t™i it 
expresses the reality ofdcth-like life. It promts Eliot 
in a very elegant morning dress, apparently of lace, and

believe. And all this merely in memory of the kind¬ 
ness which had passed bctwi&t him and Ills brodur-ilc- 
kw sir George S*vile, then dcoeased^ 1 And so with 
all things that interested him. 

To this head, then* the reader ii asked to refer 
many proceedings, which, hitherto, have beeti cited in 
proof of an exceed re vanity. They were rather the 
suggestions of a mind well aware of the influence of 
seeming trifles on the accomplishment of important 
purpose*- The pompous enumeration of hia heraldic 
honours in the preamble to hia patent of nobility, and 
the ^ejumordinary pomp " with which he was created 
Viscount and president of the North* were no unneces¬ 
sary precaution against the surprise and disdain of an 
insolent herd of courtiers, nod were yet ineffectual 
wholly (o restrain their rarcasnis,’ 1 The unexampled 
splendour of his after progress 10 the Opening of the

ciples which require such means for their support. 
Ceremony in the abstract— lite mere forma of etiquette* 
aitthtn^ through their awn emptiness* euetaitiing no 
purpose, and utisustiinftl by opnc—Wentworth regarded 
with ■ more supreme Atom than they were faehi in by 
any of his prudish opponents aroong hh owq paiiy.

I resume the progress cf Wentworth \ fortunes. Hit 
elevation become an Instant subject of general rein ark;

by so sudden * change, after such violent opposition p 
was balanced by i greater Pjrjiri&e p on the other hind, 
that the honour should have been delayed to long. 
■"Give hie leave to in Form yau r "writes sir Richard 
Hutton'* in « pjuugE which ia expre*£jve of both these 
fceJmgt, “ that your late conferred honour in the subject 
of much discourse kre in Yorks. Lire, which, 1 conceive* 
proecodi from the most, net out of any other cmv than 
ihdr knows worth in you, which is thought merited it 
zmidi sooner anti greater; but this is only to rfiEcrtald 
you a lit tie longer j for I know that your actions ar* 
not justly liable to any censure, 1 ato sure hot to miue; 
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far h being youTip it speaks them gpod W if not the 
best / 1 The character of the imp&mut office m trailed 
to Wentworth included much UulL was especially grate¬ 
ful io him enlarged by hii desirt, it presented power 
utmost unlimited ; freedom at the same time from the 
little annoyances Gf the court; and ihe opportunity of 
exhibiting bis genius for despotic rale in hi* own county, 
where jhtrsoTud friend* might witoni in successes, and 
old adversaries, should the occasion offer, be made the 
object* of its triumph. To crown his cause of salis- 
fattiou, the duke of Buckingham, who had atill hung 
darkly over hi* approach to a Perfect confidence and 
favour, Ktl removed by tile knife of Belton- Secret 
cungr&rulations passed, within n few day# after ihi* 
eventp between Wentworth and M rtton^ Every thing 
aeemed lo favour hi* entrance into power, and a light 
rose upon the future. (1 You tell me ( F ‘ write* hh friend 
Wauiltsford to him, " God hath lilted you much in 
thew late proceedings- Truly P t believe it, for by these 
circuimtanwi we know, we may guess at them we know 
hol " 1 This friend w*s not forgotten. Though so 
recently one of the octoe mutagen of the impeachment 
Against Buckingham, he wu at once received into 
favour, and Wentworth waited bis opportunity to em¬ 
ploy the services of others, equally char and valuable* 
while he did out fail to improve his opportunities of 
intercourse among bin new asociites. Laud was iW 
chief object of hi* concern in tM* respect, for he had 
observed Lauds rising jnlflutnce with the kittg. 

Wentworth wisely deferred hi* departure to the 
North until after the! dissolution of parliament. The 
powers that awaited him thtre p inCrcaficd by 111* slipu- 
larionv, 1 have dw adhtd as nearly unlimited* The 
council of York, or of the North, whose jurisdiction 
extended over the counties of York, Northumberland, 
Cumberland, and Westmorelandp over the dtica of 
York and Hull, the bishopric of Dttthitt, and the town 
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of Newcastle-upon-Tyne 1 , included within EtscEf the 
powers of the courts of common laiv s of the chancery, 
evati of t he slat chamber, ]i had originaled in the 
frequenl northern rebellious which followed Henry 
VllL'i suppress on of the lesser monaiterlcs, Before 
the scheme for the suppression of the gri-aler tnnnas, 
ten us was carried info t tft'i.’S p it wis judged cxpcdLpnt, 
|ti ccm sequence of finch ittihukotetj to grunt a »m- 
mission to the biflheja of LlamhfF and ottim, for the 
purpose i>f preserving the peace of these northern 
counties. This eommisfdti was, to aU appearance, 
simply one of oyer anti terminer ; hut a elittttf bad 
bwn inserted in it, towards the conclusion, authorising 
the oooaimsdoncrs bo hear til causes, teal and pmonrd, 
when either or both of the parties laboured until t 
poverty*, and to decide according to strand discretion. 
This latter licence, hflww, was won iif^erwards de¬ 
clared by all the judgu-s to be illegal ; and the power of 
hearing real and personal causes at all was rarely acted 
upon up to the second year of Elizabeth's feign, when 
It also wis declared So be illegal, tince causes regarding 
property, whether real or pemoLkal, could only be de¬ 
cided by die laws of the land. It was reserved for 
James to ifisnc p over these iledsians, a new commission, 
H very differing/' Bays Clarendon, rt from ait dial went 
tofoie/* The commissioner* were no longer ordered 
to inquire *■ pe;r lacramentum bonorum et Icgaltum 
hoiuiimm/ 1 or to be controlled by any forms of law, 
hut wee referred merely to uecret unimctfona, which, 
for the first time* were sen! down to the council. This 
at once reduced the whole of die North to an absolute 
mi bj cciLon s and shat 10 flagrant, Chat the fudges of the 
court of common pleas had the decent courage to protest 
actively against it, by issuing prohibitions on demand to 
the president and council; an rt James himself wndbliged 
to have the instructions in Foiled, that the people uuglit, in 
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tome mtiiiLre, be able to ascertain by what rales their 
conduct ww to be Tvpilatcd . 1 

One of Wentworth's first announcements, in suc¬ 
ceeding io iiki n enormous power, the very arevpsance of 
which w«s a violation of the vital priori pk* and emu t- 
tnelltA of the petition of right, wts to declare that he 
wouM ky any in an by the heel* who ventured to sue 
out a prohibition in the courts at Westminster,- His 
excuse for auch a course of proceeding wm aftenranU 
boldly avowed* (i It was a ehB*to ambition, Lf rightly 
placed, to have as much power as may be* that there 
may be power to do the more good for the place 
where a man servo/' Now Wentworth'a notion of pootl 
went straight to the establishment of absolute govern¬ 
ment ; ami to this, his one gram! object, from the very 
tint moment of his public authority, he bent every 
energy of bin souL He devoted himself, night sheI day* 
to thu public business. Lord Scroops’ 4 arfeam Were 
speedily disposed of, an effective militia wai embodied 
and diiciplined* and all possible mcani were retorted 
to for an inmate of revenue. The fines on recusants* 
the compositions for knighthood, and the variniH exac¬ 
tions imposed by government, were rigorously enforced 
by bun. At the same time his hand, though heavy, 
was rtjual, and die reports of his government were* in 
consequence, found to be very various. The nmipEiinants 
contradicted each other- 11 Your proceeding with the 
Kcutinls” writes VfeitflSii ** is here, where it h 
well understood, wet! taken, tho" there be different ru¬ 
mour*. For, it is uid that you proceed with extreme

noi belieTHlj esjjectally by roc, who vwir wisdom 

and moderation : ami your laM loo gave much satisfac¬ 
tion n \fen to those who informed me, when they saw 
thereby, that you had compounded with none but lo 
their own cuntcnrinoiit /' 1 Coninston, the duneeltor 
of the exchequer, hud espressed more eharwicrtsiiralLy* 
fane days before, the approkiiott of the ctmrir f< for 
the huslttes# of the re^uunLi, my lord tmisiuir scut 
immcLlialL-ly your tetter to the king (who Is in his 
progress), from whom he received a notable approbation 
both of your intentions and proceedings as he himself 
wtll tell your lordship in his own letters; for you are 
his mistfe**, and must be cherished and courted by 
none blit himself/' So early did the king deem it o*^ 
pedsent io exhibit, that peculiar sense of hie nutiLaWs 
serrice, When the minister bad bound himself up in¬ 
extricably with the royal cause, it wy thought to be 
tewi expedient l 

III such it course as this which Wentworth hud now 
entered on, it H quite clear* that to have permitted the 
slightest disregard uf the authority spumed, ram.! hare 
proved fatal* [ cannot see any thing un natural J there¬ 
fore, in Ilia conduct to Henry Belinda, amt tn several 
oilier personal questions which at present cume under no¬ 
tice* Nothing it apparent in it at variance widi the sys¬ 
tem to be worked out, nothing outrageous or imprudent, 
as his party have been at same pains to allege. These 
mailers Ore Ttoi to be discussed tn the abstract. Des¬ 
potism is the gist of die question ; and if the phrase 
lh unna:\LtiU 11 is to be used, tet it fall upon that. The 
means employed to enforce it, are obliged, as a matter 
of necessity, tn partake of its own nature, or it would 
not for an instant be bertie. One of Wentworth a first 
measure* had been to claim for himself* a& the repre-

In a mao of r*nk ? this was the less to be overlooked-

J Fhe wtiditiun uT Titian^ at this luoincut, wu* in the 
highest degreo difficult and dangerous, From the pon- 
quvsl of Henry the teeuiid up to the government of 
EUsex and Mount joy, her history hail been a series of 
barbarous dhuatera* The English setder?. in ft autces- 
sion of ferodertw conflicts,, £lu.l£ depntved ihtrinwim 
below the Wvd of the undviliwd Irish; for, instead of 
diffusing improvement and civib ration., they had ob¬ 
structed both.

iags procured the enictumiiC of his famous ball, dm*

Lord Mcnijoy at lact subdued them, wtaswi the 
peasantry from tlictr control, and fmtntdi a plan of ira- 
partial government.. In the course of the eroiiimg; reign 
new set tietn etna nf English were uccordiEtgEy formed, 
the ratter Irish customs wersdiBCOunEeiuncctl* the laws of 
England every where enforced* courts of judicature es¬ 
tablished after thu English model, and representative* 
ftvm erery part of the kingdom summoned to die par- 
Uaracuu When England herself, however, began to groan 
under oppressions, [rekntl frit them still mure heavily, 
and was Hung back with t greater abodri The arbitrary 
decrees of Cbarlcaa privy council, military c*actions, 
and martial law, w?k strangling the liberties of Ireland 
in their very hirtA. Bitter, too, in its aggravation nf 
other grievanres* TO Irish theological discord. The Urge 
majority of papist*, ihc sturdy old proU'stauta of the 
pile, (lie new teulef* nf James, preshytuxi&niS and puri¬ 
tans, — all were In nearly open warfare, and the penal- 
ik* enforced against re-cmauis were I'qually hateful m 
mil.

again lord Falkland detailed this male of thing* to 
Churlet, miid prayed for a*diiante; but the difficulties 
in England, and the deli Henries in the Irish revenue, 
trailed to withhold it.

■tamly offered (he bing a liberal voluntary contribution, 
oo wditinn uf I he FLilrHii of certain grievances. Ca- 
SP~ a L “ J Protatont* coueurred in this, mmi detanEcs 
JUS# r*T ^ ^ Ww the king 
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beyond a period of sixty jraus^ find, finally P praying 
that the ccmoesaiuns should \m nanfinncd by an IrimH 
pnrlimutLf, Some of these condition* were inluLmibSe 
eo Cluvrkx. A piu3]niijtnt wat it ail times hiEcfid to 
LilUp a rut scarcely le» convenient d l,ui die dhcEiie ef 
ptrlkoufntii, to a prince who dcslml to be absolute* Wei 
ihe privilege of ittertflimg the royal revenue ± and oblig. 
Lng the miluMlV of royalty, by discovering old flaws in 
lidea. Glorious bid been liie opportunity of escheating 
lir^E professions 10 the noi cl, or of passing [firm over 
to new proprietors ! Yet hero was a present oiler of 
monev, m ad vintage boi to be forebome— whereas, sa 
convenient was Charleys moral code, an assent m oh- 
noxious matters was a thing to be withdrawn It the tint 
ccmvcnknl opportunity, ind evaded at any time. Tbfl 
< r graces/’ as the concession* were caQedj were accords 
iug]y promised to be aficriM to; instalment* of thu 
money were paid; and writ* were isatied by lord Falk¬ 
land for a parliament. 

The joyful lalkfpotions raised in eonHjquonce sewn 
reoeiied a check. The writs were defiant! *oid by ihc 
English council; in consequence of flic prowoni of 
Foyiiingii law* not hiving been alien Jed w by lord 
Falkland, who was proved to have iasocil the writs on 
hi* own authority, without Imring previously tnitamitted 
to England a certificate of die law* to be brought forward 
in the proposed parUatnent* with ivanons for rnactang 
them, and tben p ss be ought t& have done, waited for 
him majesty's licence of pertnkrioii under the great teaL 
SiiU the people thought this * casual error, and they 
waited in confidence of its remedy. The Roman ca¬ 
tholic party, meanwhile, encouraged by the favourable 
reception of their delegates nt court, and elated by a con¬ 
fidence uf protection from the queen, proceeded to «t 
at once in open dtfianeo of the penad statu. ecu.

was an iniolcrable burthen* In vain lord Falkland 
offered to accept ihc> payment in instalments of 5000/.* 
mcead of X O.flOOij a year; the diican ten ts daily Lti - 
eieabcd, an si, in the end, drove the Lord deputy from 
power Lojd Filklaod, llie object of -censure that 
ahnulu Alive fkllL-n due where, returned to England* 

A tL-InpOrary administration, frmiisEing of two lords 
justices ; tl ll” one* lord chancellor, viscount liUv ? and the 
ocher, lord high treasurer* the earl of fork; Was formed* 
Both these noblemen were zea Lund v opiicsed to Uie 
Human catholics, and instantly* without waiting the 
king'll ortliTt, commence] a rigorcius ^ecutioii of the 
penil statutes agaiitst recusants. An intimation from 
Eng Land of the royal displwur^ threw some ajiadowr 
ovtr ib&c proceedings twit wot till the opposition they 
had strength ened bad iUtCftfdrd in suppressing the 
academy and religious bullies which had been erected 
hj the Roman ealhijlics in Lhlblin. To complete the 
difficulties of die ■ maeal state of affairs, the icTmina¬ 
tion of the ¥oluuta* + contribution now fast approached* 
and ihe temper of ail parties left any hope of it a re¬ 
newal mure lhati depurate. 

Imminent, ilmn, wa-i the danger which now beset the 
government of Ireland- Without the advantage of iu^ 
ternaJ strength, it bad no prospect of external aid. The 
treasury in England could not afford a farthing to in¬ 
crease the army, the money designed for that purpose 
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hid been swallowed up In more immediate neccssitiet, 
and the -army Wink daily into llu? most miserable iticE- 
rieney. Voluntary supply was cut «f the qtiesikin, and 
compulsory exactions, without itte help of soldiers, itih 
mure ridiculously vain. In die genius of the lotJ presi¬

exported from Ireland. Sanguine of ho|NS so wd] laid, 
Wentworth then hswdcd a prediction which has since 
been amply realised ! “ Very ambitious am I/ 1 write* 
he to sir IV Liliana Ho^weSl, “ to ret up a trade of linen, 
clothing in these parts, which, if God bless, so as it be 
effected, will, I dare aay r br the greatest enriching to 
this kingdom that ever befd it*" 3 The ether project 
he had set up along with this, happily fell in the ground 
for want of encouragement, In proposing to monopo¬ 
lise the sale of salt, without which the Irish could

He wu 
eireeding temperate/’ observe* fUdctifik, tf in mtAL, 
drink, and rec reationi. He was no whit given to his 
appetite; Enough he loved Id jw good meal at hi* table, 
yet lie eat very little of it himself; beef Of rabbitA wz* 
hii ordinary food* or cold powdered meats. Or cheese 
ami apples, and in moderate quantity* He was never 
drunk in his life, as ] have often huaril hito say ; and 
for ao much as l had tern, 1 laid reason to believe him: 
ycl be was not IO scrupulous but he would drink healths 
where he liked hit company, and he sociable as anv of 
hi! society, and yel still within the bounds of tem¬ 
perance. In Ireland, where drinking was grown * disease 
epidemical, hewu more strict puhlickly, never suffering 
any heal Eh to be drunk it hii publick table but the 
king^a, queens, and prince's, on solemn days.

In all the proceedings pre¬ 
liminary to his memorable trial p In all the eventful inci¬ 
dent* that followed, be was quiet and collected, and 
ihowcd x In hit general bearing, a magnanimous self- 
subdtiemmU It 1 b a mean as well as a hasty judgment, 
which would attribute Elds to any unworthy compromise 
with his red nature* II is probably a jusicr and more 
profound now of it, to say that. Into a few of the later 
weeks of his life, new knowledge hud penetrated from 
the midsi of die breaking of bin fortunes.
